MESSENGERS of The South- 
*•'•* ern Ohio Electric Company 
are bringing into each and every 
home, shop, office and store in Cir- 
cleville this week a bit of good 
news in the form of bills showing 
reduced rates for Residence and 
Commercial Lighting. 


While wholesale and retail costs 


of other commodities are going 
higher, before the force of p. na- 
tional campaign directed 
from 


Washington to increase prices and 
the cost of living, rates for electric 
service in Circleville again go 
lower. 


The saving in cost or Lighting is 


shared by every Circlevillel con- 
sumer from the smallest 
tb the 


largest. The base rate in the first 
block of the rate schedule is reduc- 
ed from nine cents to eight cents 
per kilowatt hour and the number 
of kilowatt hours in the first block 
is reduced from fifty to thirty. 


Thus, the consumer who for- 


merly paid nine cents per kilowatt 
hour for fifty kilowatt hours now 
pays eight cents (instead of nine 
cents) per kilowatt hour for' the 
first thirty kilowatt hours, andisix 
cents (instead of nine cents) |!>er 
kilowatt hour for the next twenty 
kilowatt hours.

TP HIS reduces the charge for 30 
*• 
kilowatt hours from $2.70 


to $2.40 and the charge for fifty 
kilowatt hours from 
$4.50 
to 


$3.60, a saving of ninety cenfs^per 
month, or $10.80 per year. | 


The reduction will save the 


Residence and Commercial Light- 
ing consumers of Circleville ap- 
proximately $7,500 per year. Also 
the reduction in the cost of Street 
Lighting will save the city's tax- 
payers more than $2,200 per year. 
Furthermore, 
recently 
reduced 


rates to consumers of energy -for 
Industrial Power have provided for 
them savings approximating $ 18-, 
000 per year, aiding them mater- 
ially 
in, continuing economical 


operation and providing employ- 
ment to hundreds of Circleville 
wage-earners. 


It should be recalled that this is 


the second reduction in rates for 
Residence and Commercial Light- 
ing to become effective in Circle- 
ville within the last two years and 
seven months, well within the 
period of the present depression. 
Effective in June, 1931, your elec- 
tric company, 
voluntarily 
and 


without request, reduced its rates 
and the Circleville Citv Council 
passed an ordinance, effective for 
five years from June 6, 1931, to 
June 6, 1 936, providing the follow- 
ing schedule: First 50 kilowatt 
hours, 9 cents per kilowatt hour, 
next 50 kilowatt hours. 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour; all over 1 00 kil- 
owatt hours, 4 cents per kilowatt 
hour. 


Six months before expiration of 


its Street Lighting contract with 
the City on December 31, 1932, 


your electric company again, vol- 
untarily and without request, pro- 
posed to reduce still further its 
Residence and Commercial Light- 
ing rates to become effective im- 
mediately upon renewal of its con- 
tract for Street Lighting at reduced 
rates, despite the fact that its or- 
dinance contract for Residence and 
Commercial 
Lighting still 
had 


three and one-half years yet to 
run. 


A T first it appeared that an early 
*^ agreement would be reached 
between Council and the Company 
in amicable negotiations. 
But an 


unfprtunate situation developed 
when a small group of agitators 
sought to take over the authority 
of the duly elected members of 
Council. By coercion and intimid- 
ation, they forced delay of action 
for eighteen months. During this 
period 
Council was induced to 


spend $2,350 out of a depleted 
City treasury to employ a firm of 
engineers to make a survey to de- 
termine fair rates for service. The 
report of the engineers was re- 
ceived and filed but the City re- 
ceived no benefit from its expendi- 
ture. 


J-Iowever, the delay was very 


expensive to the people of .Circle- 
ville and to the City treasury. Dur- 
ing this period Residence and 
Commercial Lighting 
consumers 


had paid $ 1 2,000 more for electric 
service and the City had paid $3,- 
300 more for Street Lighting than 
they would have paid had a small 
minority of malcontents not in- 
jected themselves into the orderly 
negotiations of Council. 
In addi- 


tion, the City treasury was out $2,- 
350 for an engineers' report that it 
did not use. And all of this money 
could easily have been saved to the 
City and it.its people. 


Finally, late in December of 


1 933, eighteen months after the in- 
itial conference between Council 
and the Company, a new Street 
Lighting contract 
was 
agreed 


upon, fixing the annual charge for 
continuance of the existing num- 
ber and sizes of lamps at $6,- 
987.58, a sum even below that 
claimed 
by 
the imported 
en- 


gineers as a proper charge, and 
marking a reduction of $2,220.14 
from the previous contract rate. 


\\7ITH the passage of the new 


* * Street 
Lighting 
contract, 


your electric company surrenderee! 
its right to collect the higher rates 
for Residence 
and Commercial 


Lighting,, under the 1931 ordin- 
ance not expiring legally 
until 


June 6, 1936, and filed with the 
Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio a new rate, effective Decem- 
ber 30, 1933. with the following 
schedule of charges: First 30 kil- 
owatt hours, 8 cents per kilowatt 
hour, next 70 kilowatt hours, 6 
cents per kilowatt hours; next 
1,400 kilowatt hours, 4 cents per 


kilowatt hours; all over 1,500 kil- 
owatt hours, 2.5 cents per kilowatt 
hour. 


The practical effect of these two 


reductions is revealed in the fol; 
lowing table, showing what con- 
sumers of various classes of use 
will pay in 1934 as compared to 
what they paid in 1933 and in 
1931 under the rates in effect dur- 
ing these years:

of these two rate reductions 


is this: If the Residence and Com- 
mercial Lighting consumers in Cir- 
cleville use in 1934 exactly the 
same amount of energy as they 
used in 1 933, they will pay to their 
electric company $7,449.86 less in 
1934 than they paid in 1933 and 
they will pay $17,451.49 less in 
1 934 than they paid for the same 
amount of energy used in 193K 
Also in 1934 Industrial Power 
consumers in Circleville will pay 
$ 1 7,81 7.41 less than they paid foy 
the same amount of energy in 
1931. 
Furthermore, the City of 


Circleville in 1934 will pay for 
Street Lighting $2,220.14 less 
than the former contract price. 


QBVIOUSLY, these drastic rate 
^^ reductions for all classes of 
service, totalling $37,489.04 in 
1 934 as compared to identical use 
of energy in 1931, have seriously 
affected the revenues of your elec- 
tric company in Circleville and will 
continue to reduce them very sub- 
stantially. 
Revenues suffered a 


mark decrease in 1933 and will 
show a further decrease in 1934 
for the simple reason that the 
Company has fewer customers in 
Circleville today than it had in 
either 1932 or 1931 and the aver- 
age use of energy per customer has 
not increased, due to the rigors of 
the times and the necessity to econ- 
omize wherever possible. 


Thus, in the face of increased 


operating costs and decreased re- 
venues, which seems to be the uni-
